Washington, March ST.— When 
Tresideiit Wilson liaiuled to Robert 
Lansing a commission as secretary 
of state of the I'nited States neither 
he nor Mr. Lansing dreamed that 
commlssioB carried wtth'R a tweat>^ 
four hour term aSf aMtag praaideat 
of the Ualted Sutes. 

Yet the Interesting fact has been 
uncovered by a parllmentary sharp, 
Henry M. Ho.-is, assistant secretary 
of the I'nited States senate, that no 
matter who may win the presidency 
at the polls next fall Robert Lanalag 
win be preeldent ot the United States 
pro tem, tor about twenty-tour hours 
between noon March 4 and noon 
Marth next >!-:ir. 

This anomalous situation will arise 
from the fact that a prosldeattftl term 
will expire on Sunday. 

When March 4 ot inauguration 
year talis on Sunday the eastom Is 
to deter the laaagaratleB ot the In- 
coming preeldeat aatll the tollowlag 

day. 

The terms of president and vice- 
president will expire on March 4, 
1917. Under an act of congress on 
January It, ISM, the secretary of 
state is made third la Itao of eae- 
cesslon. In the case of Mr. Lan- 
sing the president's message to the 
senate is as follows: 

"To the Senate of the United 
States — I nominate Robert Lansing 
of New York, late counselor for the

Newman, Blevlns and Cox. part of 
them from PeaaaylvanU, the others 
from Virginia, weat thru the Mocca- 
sin Gap in Clinch Mounuta. eetab- 
llshed a station on Walllns Creek, 
no-^v Leo county, Virginia, and hunt- 
ed there for eighteen months. They 
named Powells Valley, from seeing 
the name of Ambrose Powell inscrib- 
ed oa a tree aear the moath of Wai- 
lens Credt. oa Powell River.

Vrankfort, Ky., MaNh S4.— The 
court of appeale today affirated the 
deolaton of Judge Slack of the Daviess 
cil^ult rniirt in holding the validity 
of the Daviess county bond Issue of 
1600,000 for the constrnrtion of 
reads and -bridges. In the opinion 
it is held that It raqairea oaly a ma- 
jority at .aotaa east to carry tta eiec- 
th»a. 

The ilerlalon of the court of ap- 
peals nciw settlPfl the (piestion as to 
the validity of the election, and the 
sale of hands to construct roads and 
bridges in Daviess county. The only 
renwining thing is for the fiscal court 
to proceed with sale at boada and 
make preparatloa lor tha acnutruc- 
tloB work that wUl ba aattlaad at 
the meetiag at the court oa April 4 
next. 

The decision of the hicher court 
In affirming Judge Slack was fully 
expected by tha attorneys represent- 
lag OattoB, who broaght the salt In 
behalf of htaaalf aad other taxpayers 
of the county to aajoln tha issual of 
the bonds, and by a number of other 
loading atorneys at the bar who had 
oa former occasions expressed the 
ailBlon that oaly a majority vote, 
wii necessary, as It was claimed dur- 
inf the campalfB prior, to the elec- 
tlov held last Jaaa. 

This question was practically set- 
tled in a decision rendered in a case 
from Fayette county several weeks 
ago, in which the court undertook to 
point out ^l^,,^aw and construction 
of the itatata governing the holding 
of electiona partalaint to bond is-

In speaking o^ the final decision. 
County Judge Lancaster stated this 
afternoon that he was glad that the 
case had been settled, as it envolv- 
ed a question over which there seem- 
ed to be a difference of opinion among 
tha best legal talent. Judge Lan- 
oaater stated that when the flacal 
court met in April, he expected that 
everything pertaining to the selling 
of the bonds and the amount of 
money to be expended this year 
would be threshed out before tli" 
court adjourned. "Under the law," 
said Jadn^iMMtw, "tha eonrt may 
expend |gOO,000 for roiA purposes 
and sell bonds to that amount, -as 
the people voted on that proposition. 
The rate of Interest that the bonds 
will bear will also be determined, 
and the bonds may mature any time 
after five yeara from the date of 
their issue .i^ bet ora the expiration 
of SS paara." • . 

Ifha OQurt win probably advartlae 
the bopds for 8ale,whlch is customa- 
ry In cases of this kind, and Judge 
Lancaster and the members of the 
court wll expect a nice premium on 
the bonds, there being a great de- 
mand tor them at this time amons 
eastern eapitallsts. 

Xadsa Laaeaater said that ha did 
not kaow how oraeh money woald 
be spent thhi year, but that he did 
not believe It would be more than 
$200,000. The roads to be improv-
